About thirty years ago Ole 
Bull gave fifteen concerts in Vienna—Rjhe- 
azhek was enthused by his performance, and 
Ole Bull, of course, looked with longing eye, 
on the oldest and best violinin the world. 
But the musical antiquarian could not bring 
himself to sell it, but-promised that if ever he 
did part'with it the Minstrel of Norway should 
ave it. He died two years after, and his 
gon sent it to Ole Bull, then at Leipsic. 
The wood of this violin was so old, and 
vibrated so thoroughly, that Ole Bull fora 
long time, was unabie to obtain a sounding 
post adapted to it. This post is a small piece 
if wood, not ss large as a man’s little finger. 
When Ole Bull first performed in Philadel- 
phia, his delicately sensitive ear, at once de- 
tected that the double bass viol in the-or- 
chesatra, was a very old instrument. Some 
time after the horse aud rider that represented 
“Gen. Putnam’s leap down the precipice” 
plunged into the erchestra and crushed the 
old bass viol to splinters, As soon as Olé 
Bull heard of the accident he hastened to 
fbuy the fragments, with a small piege of 
which, he was enabled to remedy the slight 
(but to his sensitive ear, great) defect of his 
own famous instrument. Its upper covering 
is of an exceedingly rare species of Bwies 
vine, celebrated in the manufatare of viclins.

pressing headache, coma, delirium, restless- 
ness, and inducing sleep, cause the pulse to 
fail cight to thirty beats, From two toecight 
hours is the dtration of thefracfion, the ablu- 
tions to be repeated two to four times in the 
twenty-four hours. They have no influence 
upon the length of the sickness, bat render it 
milder, aod are readily applied as cold baths 
or by wrapping the pelient’ in a cold wet 
sheet.
